The 
limit a son Lr daughter could inher­ 
it is a bout $5,000 less than th? wife. 
The New York publication is in 
error about a legatee probably being 
in debt to the state, but it is true 
that the figures before given are min­ 
imum of what each person may in­ 
herit, no matter how large the es­ 
tate is.
